The  full  time  visiting  nurse  service  of  NANA  has  con- 
tinued to  grow.  We  were  recertified  with  Medicare  in 
October  for  another  year.  The  organization  is  supported 
by  contributions  from  the  four  town  area  which  it  covers :
